SISTERS DEAD ON TRACKS. 


High School Girls, Living in West- 
ern Springs, Are Killed. 


Pitteburg, Pa., Nov. 1.—[SpeciaL Fr. Lee 
Clark, former cashier of the Enterprise Na- 
tional bank, who committed suicide when 
confronted with the revelation of $300,000 
shortage in his accounts, in a letter written 
just before his death and made public to- 
night, laye the blame for his ruin upon W. 
H. Andrews, territorial delegate from New 
Mexico and republican leader. Clark's let- 
ter, written the night preceding his suicide, 
when, with Bank Examiner Cunningham, he 
worked till midnight on the books of the in- 
stitution, is as follows: 

Dearest Wife and Children: In ten hours or less 
I will be in the other world. You have been a 
dear, good wife to me. Andrews has worked my 
ruin. Dear wife, keep all the insurance for your- 
self and babies. How hard it Is to leave you all! 
I have made a desperate effort to keep thifigs going 
until I would get the road financed, but it has been 
too slow. The examiner is here and I am ruined. 
Do forgive me, it is not my fault. I have been 
shamefully robbed. The bank will get everything 
but the life insurance. LEE. 


Left a Full Confession? 

The letter to his wife is not the statement 
alleged to be in the possession of the federal 
authorities. That one, friends of the dead 
cashier say, was to the government author- 
ities, but its existence has been vigorously 
denied. 

Clark was treasurer of the Santa Fe Cen- 
tral rallroad, of which W. H. Andrews was 
president. This road is in New Mexico and 
{is about 117 miles long, running from Santa 
Fe to Torrance, with a branch now projected 
to Albuquerque. The railway was capital- 
ized at $2,500,000 and is bonded to the extent 
of $2,500,000. Of this $2,000,000 of bonds has 
been issued, while $500,000 has been kept in 
the treasury for improvements. 

One week after the closing of the Enter- 
prise National, Examiner Cunningham 
brought suit against W. H. Andrews for more 
than $50,000, charging him with fraudulentlr 
conspiring with F. R. Nicholls, his private 
secretary, and T. Lee Clark, the dead cashier 
of the bank, unlawfully to procure funds by 
the proceeds of negotiable paper. 


Andrews a Political Boss. 
Andrews is a leader in the republican state 
machine and one of the political group which 


suit brought against Andrews by Receiver 
Cunningham is for $52,000 alleged to have 
been received from the bank by him through 
Cashier Clark. It is alleged that Andrews 
was an intimate business associate and in- 
terested in various corporations and enter- 
prises with Clark. Immediately after the 
suit was started it was stated at Andrews’ 
office that he had made preparations to go to 
Europe. 
Officers Failto Find Him. 

An officer who searched the city to sub- 
peena Andrews to appear at the Clark in- 
quest on Monday was unable to find him. 
Efforts made to locate him today were 
again unsuccessful. It is said that Andrews’ 
notes will be taken care of by H. R. Boggs,

r. PETERSBURG, Nov. 1.—Aithough te 
day passed in comparative quiet in St. 
Petersburg and Moscow, a nood of dispatches 
from all parts of the empire report disorders 
in many cities, with a heavy total of dead 
and wounded, The people, while celebrating 
their new found freedom, were in many 
instances set upon by. Cossacks and police, 
while sometimes the spirit of mob violence 
broke forth, and the lower, elements of 
the population gave themselves to pillage 
and destruction. 


“Trepoff in Control Again. 

In St. Petersburg today Gen. Trepoff, in 
accordance with his announcement of last 
night, prevented the resumption of revolu- 
tionary demonstrations by having the crowds 
dispersed whenever and wherever they gath- 
ered. Kazan place and the Nevsky pros- 
pect were seyeral times cleared by Cossacks | 
and police, and the crowds were driven from 
the vicinity of the university with whips and 
the flats of sabers. Gen. Trepoff was aided 
by the weather, which was cold and rainy, 
and which kept many persons off the streets. 


‘Liberals Desert De Witte. 

Count de Witte's task in securing a fair 
trial for the mew experiment in constitution- 
alism is a most difficult one. He is disap- 
pointed at not securing the support of the 
liberals, on whose codperation he counted. 
Many of these are holding aloof and seem 
to enjoy the predicament in which the new 
premier finds himeeif. 

Meanwhile, the socialists and revolutlon- 
aries, who believe they have the government 
stampeded, are bending every effort to keep 
the movement going and to precipltate a catas- 
trophe from which they hope a socialistic re- 
public will emerge. This is a consummation 
as little to be desired by the majority of lib- 
erals, especially the zemstvoists, as by the 
government itself, and therein lies the chief 
hope that the force gathering under the ban 
ner of count de Witte is sufficiently strong 
to make head against the revolutionary 
movement and the ‘spirit of unrest through- 
out the country. 


Liberty for the Press. 
Count de Witte is doing his utmost to meet 


the chief objections against tne new régime. 


In addition to the promised amnesty for po- 
litical prisoners, liberty of the press has been 
granted, count de Witte offering to a deputa- 
tion of editors who called on-him to demand 
the abolition of the censorship regulation 
the amusing explanation that in the hurry of 
writing the manifesto the words liberty of 
the press were inadvertently omitted. and 
that the omission had not been noticedeuntil 
the complaint was made. 

No newspapers will be issued tomorrow, 
and probably not until Friday at noon. The 
printers have determined to work only for 
the journals which refuse to submit them- 
selves to the censorship regulations. The 
| Publishers’ association has met this deter- 
mina tion by resolving to disregard hereafter 
all circulars issued by the censor and to print 
What they please. The only papers now ap- 
pearing are the official publications and the 
Workmen's Gazette, which tomorrow will

The commander 
replied that while order was maintained 
the troops would not interfere.

TRIES TO DEFY A. WARSHIP: 
IS ARRESTED BY COMMANDER 


Liner Captain Declines to Allow an 
American Officer Aboard and Is 
Given a Lesson in Official Courtesy.

PUERTO PLATA, Nov. 1.—On the arrival 

of the Clyde steamship Cherokee at Monte 
Cristi on Monday the captain of the gun- 
boat Newport desired to board the vessel, 
but Capt. Archibald refused to lower the 
gangway before the port authorities had 
gone through their formalities.

Shouting for the overthrow of the Russian 
government 200 Russian nihilists and revo- 
lutionists repeatedly interrupted the speak- | 
‘ers who addressed a meeting held in Apollo 
hall, West Twelfth street and Blue Island 
avenue, last night. The meeting was un- 
der the auspices of the Russian Social Demo- 
cratic society and the Bund, the Jewish so- 
cialist organization of Russia: . 

When Charles H. Kerr, editor of the In- 
ternational Socialist Review, rose to address 
the gathering he was forced to pause by the 
continued cheering. Holding his arms above 
his head far a moment he thundered: 

Tou cheer now when ‘you should weep. 
While your people in Russia are ground 
under the heel of the tyrant you sit at home 
in comparative ease, and even deny them 
financial support. There is work across the 
seas for such as you. Then after the cause 
is won there will be time enough to shout.” 

Almost every reference to the scenes being 
enacted in Russia brought forth shouts of 
Long live the revolution. Long live lib- 
erty.” 

Peter Sissman, lawyer and socialist. can- 
didate for judge, spoke in Yiddish, and de-

CHICAGOAN TELLS OF RUSSIA. 


Prof. Samuel N. Harper, Who Recently 
Returned, Says People There Are 
Not Ready for Freedom. 


Prof. Samuel Northrup Harper of the Unit- 
versity of Chicago, son of Dr. W. R. Harper, 
who has recently returned from a two years’ 
study. of the conditions in Russia; believes 
that the Russian people are not entirely 
ready to receive the freedom which the czar 
has granted. He declares that the reforms 
from necessity will come only gradually, and 
that many of the subjects of the Russian em- 
peror still will be discontented. 

Russ ja has received,”’ he said, the prom- 
ise she has been clamoring for these last 
years—a voice in the government of the 
country and civic liberty based on the real 
inviolability of person, freedom of conscience, 
speech, union, and association. There seems 
to be no question this time of the good faith 
of the government. The bureaucratic régime, 
which has kept Russia's development so far 
behind that of the other civilized nations of 
the world, has come to an end. * , 

But even this accession to the demands of 
the people has not and cannot immediately 
quiet the agitation and unrest which have as- 
sumed such enormous proportions these last 
weeks. For this state of general discontent 
is the result of long years of an autocratic 
régime, and this sudden freedom from des- 
potic surveillance, even over the private life 
of the individual, must inevitably be degrad- 
ed into license. It may be necessary to resort 
to force to protect property and: life before 


Russia has learned to adapt itself to this new 
state of affairs.’’

In order to carry the number of guns pro- 1 
posed by the general board, the displacement 
authorized for the battleships must reach at 
least 18,000 tons. A recommendation has been 
made, also, that congress increase the dis- 
placement of the battleships Idaho and Mis- 
sissippi from 16,000 to 18,000 tons in order 
that they may be equipped with a heavy bat- 


| tery of twelve Inch guna, but it is not at all 


certain that this recommendation will be 
made to congress, because Chief Naval Con- 
structor Capps has devised a plan for arming 
these vessels with eight weapons of the huge 
caliber desirea. This will be double the num- 
ber of twelve inch guns now carried on any 
ship in the navy. 


Apply Lessons of Late War. 

Im framing the report Admiral Dewey and 
the general board have applied the lessons 
of. the Russo-Japanese war. 

The battle in the Tsushima straft demon- 
strated the efficacy of the great twelve inch . 
gun and the value of the torpedo for at- 
tacking after the gun had gotten in its work. 
It was remarked that the board’s program 
makes no reference to armored cruisers, and 


it. may be accepted as a certainty that no | 


more vessels of this type aa be added to the 
navy. 

The experience of Janes proved that ar- 
mored cruisers are neither fish, fowl,. nor 
good red herring, and it is much wiser to take 
the money for battleship construction rather 
than use it in building vessels which cannot 
cope with the more powerful ships with 
which they would have to fight. |

“Tf. all nations should stop bullding. we 
could stop, too; we have enough. If they 
should reduce their fleets, we could reduge 
ours. But as they are not disarming and as: 
we have, become an important factor in world 
politics, I do not see how we can halt in our 
construction.” 
Mr. Darling declined to name the country 
which this government is watching with 
such closeness as ta make our ship building 
program dependen upon whatit may do. He 
highly praised the officers of the navy for the 
way they handle international questions as 
well as for the manner In which they perform 
their duties on board ship. ; 
It cannot be said,“ he continued, that 
there is any lack of interest among the 
officers, or any lack. of enthusiasm even. 
They all do just the best they can, both in the 
way of thought and the way of action. If 
they have not accomplished all they should 
have done it is because they do not know how. 


Praises American Tars. 

The men are fine fellows, intelligent, cap- 
able, and active. The character of the tars 
has improved steadily during the four years 
I have been associated with the navy. The 
percentage of native born Americans largely 
has increased. We now have nearly a navy 
of American born men. 

“The men are well treated and the com- 
forts on ship board are far superior to what 
they were in the old navy or even in the early 
years of the modern navy. The navy is a 
good school and the men who leave it are 
Setter citizens for the experience. 

The recruiting system now in force is not 
satisfactory only in that the navy does not 
get men as rapidly as necessary. Still, it is as 
rapid as one could expect in time of peace 
when there is none of the patriotic exdite- 
ment of war to cause men to seek entrance 
into the service. 

There is no doubt that the officers in the 
higher ranks are too old. Of course, it is evi- 
dent that barring’ exceptions which we find 
in all rules, the younger men have done the 
better work. Take, for instance, Decatur, 
MacDonough, Perry, Hull, and the whole list 
of distinguished officers of the war of 1812. 
The ages of these men ranged around 30 
years. 

‘It is pretty well settled that the football 
player, the baseball player, the prize fighter, 
the arctic explorer, and all the men who are 
compelled to undergo a tremendous physical 
strain, must make thedr records before they 
reach 35 or 40 years ofage. By the same line 
of reasoning it may be said that the physical 
strain of a naval officer is such that he ought 
to meet it as early in life as possible. There- 
fore, I am of the opinion that there should be 
a — age limit established for the higher 
ranks 


Responsibilities Are Increased. 

The future will see greater responsibllity 
placed upon naval officers as the result of the 
action of Secretary Bonaparte in ordering the 
court martial of Commander Young, who 
commanded the Bennington, which had the 
frightful boiler explosion last summer. The 
navy department has received a dispatch 
from the president ofthe court martial which 
tried Commander Young stating that the 
trial had been concluded and the record of 
the proceedings forwarded to Washington.

CASKS LAND AFTER FIVE YEARS. 


Barrels Set Adrift in Arctic Seas by 
Geographical Society Recov- 
Bens --ered- Far North. 2 


* 


Phfladelphia. Pa., Nov. 1.—[Special.]— 
After drifting thousands of miles over arctic 
seas two casks set adrift years ago by agents 
of the Geographical society have been re- 
covered on the northern coast. Cablegrams 
announcing their discovery were read to 
members of the association by Sir Henry G. 
Bryant at a meeting in Witherspoon hall to- 
night. The casks were set adrift in 1899 and 
1901, when at the suggestion of Admiral 
Melville in 1899 that casks containing liter- 
ature in various languages were set adrift 
from the farthest northern points reached by 
explorers. It is believed by Admiral Melville 
that one of the casks passed direcily over 
the polar cap. It was discovered two weeks 
ago on the shore of the northern coast of 
Siberia, ninety-five miles northwest of Ran- 
dall’s island, having drifted 380 miles in a 
southeasterly direction.

TRACTION COMPANY SHOULD: PAY UP. 
President Mitten of the Chicago City 
railway company is trying to use the present 
bad service of his company, and especially 
the need of better heated cars, as a lever 
() for securing the exemption of the com- 
peny from paying what it equitably, if not 
legally, owes the city for license fees, and 
(2) for obtaining important new trolley priv- 
lleges for a nominal payment to the city. 
In an open letter to the mayor he urges 
that the refusal of the city to issue certain 
permits to the company is delaying the com- 
pletion of an additional power supply needed 
for heating cars. He also suggests that if 
the city will allow the company to trolleyize 
certain portions making up the major part 
of its cable system, electric cers—swifter 
and better heated than the cable cars—can 
be operated. For these trolleyizing privi- 
leges the company is willing to pay a car 
license fee of ‘$100 instead of $50 for the 
additional electric cars so used. 

The public should not be confused about 
he car heating question. The permits 
which President Mitten’s company wants, 
in order to increase its electrical power sup- 
ply, are being withheld as the only means 
which the city has to compel the company to 
pay what it ought to pay the city treasury 
for car license fees. In consideration of its 
» Wabash, avenue trolleyizing permit, granted 
nearly two years ago, the company agreed 
to pay. “the city an annual car license fee of 
8100. instead of 850 per car. Under that 
agreement - the company paid 879,000 kor 
1904, which sum the controller claims was 
about $30,000 short. In order to bring. the 
Harrison suit against the company in March 
last, this Wabash avenue permit was tech- 
nically revoked, although left practically 
undisturbed. Pleading the technical revo- 
cation, the company, although still taking 
in the nickels each day precisely as though 
there had been no revocation, is trying to 
avoid paying, for this vear, the license fees 
reserved in that permit. Indeed, it is try- 
ing to avoid paying even the sum of $79,000, 
which amount was paid last year, and asks 
to be let off on payment of $60,000. 

The city has the legal right to stop the 
use of the Wabash avenue trolley any day, 
und thus compel payment. Does the com- 
pany wish to put the courage of the city 
to the test?

He spends. much of 
his time in learning them. By the time he 
has become acquainted with the charter, the 
ordinances, and the different branches of the 
public service, he sees the end of his term 
and begins setting the pins for ne 
and reélection. . 
A two years’ mayor cannot, even when he 
is out of politics, originate and carry out 
salutary policies. Before he has succeeded 
in gaining the support of the council and 
the people for measures he has formulated 
he goes out of office to make room for a new 
man who may have measures of his own 
and is not interested in the unfinished work 
of his predecessor. The first duty of a may- 
or is to exeeute the laws. He does that by 
proxy—through his chief of police and other 
officials. If he select good men they will 
not need continuous supervision. The 
mayor should be an originative as well as an 
executive officer. He is where he can sur- 
vey the broad field of municipal life and in- 
stitute wholesome reforms. In four years 
much can be done in this direction, and in 
two years little or nothing. 
The peace of the community will be pro- 
moted by relieving it from the throes and 


Every alternate spring the public is in a 
state of “ wild surmise” as to the kind of 


man who is to be elected mayor and the sort 


of government he will give them. There is 
agonized perplexity about the future. Will 
the “lid” be off or on? Will the town be 
open or shut? Will gambling be tolerated 
or suppressed? Will the police do their duty 
or not? Will there be a new chief of police 
and a new fire marshal? It is enough to 
have to ask these questions once every four 
years. City hall employés will be greatly 
relieved if they have to pay political assess- 
ments half as often as at present. There 
are too many elections. The public will wel- | 
come a partial respite from turmoil and con- 
fusion and “ the thunder and the shouting ” 
of the captains. 
It is contended that it would be “ mog- 
ieal“ to extend the mayor’s term without 
changing that of the aldermen. It is ar- 
gued that the importance and influence of 
the mayor’s office would be exalted and that 
of the council correspondingly diminished 
if its incumbent is given four years. Expe- 
rience is of more value than logic in matters 
of government. The president holds office 
for four years and representatives for two. 


year terms, while the members of the popu- 
lar branch of the legislature have to content 
themselves with two. The system does not 
appear to work badly. The executive de- 
partments of the nation and the state do not 
seem to have become unduly magnified. 

It is not illogical that a mayor should have 
a longer term than an alderman. He is 
chosen by a larger constituency. He is 
supposed to represent higher and broader 
policies. He is assumed to be a man su- 
perior to the average alderman, better 
known to the public, and selected with ref- 
erence to a special kind of efficiency and 
ability. There should be no danger in giv- 
ing that kind of man a four years’ term. 
Presumably, the longer the term the more 
eareful will the voters be in the selection of 
a mayor. They will be less likely to make 
mistakes than they are now—and they make 
them. 3 

It is asserted that whatever has been ac- 
complished in Chicago for good government 
has been brought about by adding to the 
efficiency of the council, and that it would 
‘be a retrograde step to exalt the mayor at the 
pense of the council. The high standard 
of the council should be maintained, but the 
efficiency of the mayoralty should also be 
promoted. That is too important a branch 
of the municipal government to be neg- 
lected. The city needs good mayors as well 
as good aldermen, and it will have better 
mayors with the four year term. 

It is expedient that aldermen should have 
short terms. They are elected largely to 
represent local interests. So long as they 
are faithful to those interests and are not 
disgracefully indifferent to the interests of 
the community as a whole they are con- 
tinued in office. It is almost an exception 
that an alderman.serves but one term if he 
is reasonably honest and;efficient. Political 
apheavals which may. defeat the re@lection 
of a mayor pass over the head of the alder- 
man. 

As the alderman represents local interests 
and has more intimate relations with his 
small constituency than the mayor with his 
great constituency, he should not be allowed 
to. get too far away from the people. If the 
alderman prove unfaithful to his constitu- 
ents and indifferent. about local matters 
which greatly eoncern them they should be 
able to turn him out at the end of two years. 

The voters should mark their ballots for 
the amendment to the city charter which 
gives the mayor a fourtyears’ term and 
makes other desirable chagges,

One of the features of the palace is the 
grand salon, which bears the name of Andrea 
Doria, the famous Genoese admiral of the 
Arteenth century, and among the well nigh 

priceless masterpieces that adorn its walls 
4 a noble portrait of him, as well as the 
sword which he wore in his great naval vie- 
tory of Lepanto. 


The Doria Samily. which has furnished 
numerous doges to Genoa, and which owes 
its princely title to the Holy Roman empire 
for services rendered in command of the im- 
perial naval forces of Germany in the mid- 
die ages, has played an important and il- 
lustrious role in the history of Italy during 
the last five or six centuries. 

All sorts of traditions are current as to 
its origin, but the one generally accepted 
is to the effect that it was founded at the 
time of the crusades by one of the French 
counts de Narbonne, who, on his way back 
from Jerusalem, fell ill at Genoa and was 
nursed back to health by Oria, daughter of 
the widowed and patrician Della Volta. 

A marriage ensued, and the count, who was 
rich in his own right, settled down at Genoa, 
where he invested much of his fortune, it be- 
ing recorded that he built no less than 300 
houses. 

‘With the distaste for foreigners, which in 
those days as in the present time is so pro- 
nouneed a characteristic of most of the 
Latin nations of Europe, the Genoese de- 
clined to accord to him either his name or 
his title; but invariably described him as 
the husband of Oria, or rather of D’Oria, and 
their many children grew up, not as young 
Narbonnes but as D’Orias, which was event- 
ually corrupted into Doria.

Through marriage the titles and the estates 
of the old Perugian house of Pamphilf 
family were brought into the house of Doria, 
the members of which. are now known as 
Doria-Pamphili, and one of the most beau- 
tiful villas in the outskirts of Rome is that 
known as the Villa Pamphili, where the 
present Prince Doria, who was for a time 
chief of the household of Queen Margherita, 
initiated her into the mysteries of golf, a 
game in which he is an adept.

As His Enemies See Him. 
Pobledonostseff’'s enemies have declared 
that his ruthless fanaticism has broken up 
thousands of families, ruined countless men 


of the noblest character, and driven untold , 


thousands into Siberian exile; that his long 
life has been devoted to working evil, un- 
redeemed by one single act of charity or 
nobility; that his hands are stained with. 
the blood of massacred Jews, knouted peas- 
ants, and bludgeoned students 

Whether these charges are true or false, or 
partly true and partly false, Pobiedonostseff 
is the most hated man in Russiatoday. And 
yet his bitterest enemies gladly testify to 
his sincerity and his absolute purity of 
character. Money has never soiled his 
hands. His name has never been connected 
with scandal, although his fierce denuncia- 
tion of the immorality of even men high in 
Russia's society stings like the whip of a 
scorpion, and Intensifies the already burning 
hatred felt for him. 

It is admitted, too, without dispute that 
Pobiedonostseff is totally without personal 
ambition. His enemies, who speak of him as 
bigoted, fanatical, and cruel, admit that he is 
actuated in all his policies and plans by a 
devout and fervent ideal. Singlemindedness, 
simplicity, purity, intensity, anda determina- 
tion that fe fanatical—these are the elements 
of Pobledonostseff's character.

Fifty Years of Public Service. 

Pobiedonostseff Was born In Moscow in 1827, 
and since 1846 he has been a part of Russia's 
official life, for in that year, after complet- 
ing his education in the higher law school 
of Russia, he was appofnted by Czar Nich- 
olas I. as an official of the senate. From 
1859 until 1865 he was professor of civil law 
at the Moscow university, and during these 
years he was the tutor of the czar’s son, 
Alexander. It was Pobledonostseff's asso- 
clation with zarevitch for nearly ten 
years that gave him such an influence over 
the young man who afterwards became Alex- 
ander III., and also with Alexander II. In 
1868 he was created a senator, and in 1872 
a member of the imperial council. 

It was in these growing years of his career 
that Pobiedonostseff formulated his pecu- 
Harly Russian principles of political econ- 
omy and instilled them into the minds and 
hearts of Alexander II., Alexander III., and 
Nicholas II. The basis of his political creed 
was: “The ¢czar alone rules, the church is 
omnipotent and the principle of the sover- 
eignty of the people is the falsest of all doe- 


trines.“ 
Tears Up a Constitution. 

Pobiedonostseff ruled Alexander II. only 
intermittently. It was Pobledonostseff who 
led the reactionary opposition te Alexander 
II.’s naturally liberal tendencies. Only once 
did a political enemy triumph over Pobie- 
donostseff. In the closing years of the reign 
of Alexander II. Loris Melikoff formulated a 
constitution and prevailed upon the czar to 
sign it. But Pobiedonostseff triumphed after 
all, for an assassin killed Alexander II. and 


dcnostseff—mounted the throne. Alexander 
III. tore up the constitution his father had 
signed and {naugurated the terror“ in Rus- 
sia. In those awful years of fierce warfare. 
between absolutism and nihilisam—yeirs in 
which thousands of liberal Russians went

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THE TRACTION QUESTION. 

Chicago, Nov. 1.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]} 
At appears to me that in the public discus- 
sion of the traction question two factors 
have not received the consideration to which 
they are, in my opinion, entitled, These fac- 
tors are, first, the people who are compelled 
by necessity to use the street cars, and, sec- 
ond, the property owners on streets along 
which the cars run. 

In all the discussions so far had tnere were 
two salient features expressed: The reme- 
dial one of municipal ownership; the com- 
pensatory one of exacting from the trac- 
tion companies as large a percentage as pos- 
sible to provide revenue for the city, by 
which, Incidentally, the taxes of the general 
taxpayer would be lessened. Along these 
two lines the traction question has been 
ventilated in the public press and in meet- 
ings for nearly ten years, and, in the mean- 
time, the actual service has grown from 
bad to worse, and of necessary extensions 
there have been few, and of quite recent years 
none at all. In this manner the users of the 
street cars have been deprived of even de- 
cent accommodations, and the interests of 
the property owners have been more or less 


| neglected. 


There should be, in my opinion, first of all, 
due consideration of the interests of the 
users. They should be provided 
with ample and comfortable means of trans- 


| portation, because it is they who furnish, in 


the first place, the means by which ne trac- 
tion companies will be enabled to earn an 
income on their investment, and by whica ...v 
city may receive a compensation for the 
valuable franchises sought and eventually 
granted. It is obvious that, without the 
means furnished by the street car patrons, 
neither of these conditions could be fulfilled, 
and the street car patrons should, there- 
fore, be the first element to receive due con- 
sideration in any settlement made.

not by the companies but by the pubiie, in 
this case by the street car patrons, They 
will be the sufferers if the conditions Imposed 
upon the companies are too onerous or of 
such character as to deprive them of a rea- 
sonable earning power. That there should be 
compensation for value received, in this la- 
stance the franchise, goes without gainsay~ 
ing, but this compensation should be reason- 
able in order te be effective at all. 

The exaction of any large cash compe risa- 
tion without due consideration of the interest 
of the street car patron would result in manl- 
fest injustice to the latter. The largest tax- 
payers, as a rule, are men who are not com- 
pelled by necessity to use street cars. For 
them the car service is a convenience and not 
a necessity. Why, then, should they be bene- 
fited by tax receipts which are in the frst 
place made possible by the street car fares 
of those who. must use the cars? 

So far as the remedy of municipal owner- 
ship is concerned, it appears to me to be of 
at least doubtful value.

Patch had trouble at the five-eights pole, 
but, under able driving, recovered imme- 
diately and steadied perceptibly. The last 
quarter was good and the horse finished 
strong. Hersey promised to accomplish won- 
ders when he made the next effort on Fri- 


day. 

That the attempts of Dan Patch to lower 
the record may receive the stamp of legality 
the Memphis Driving club is conducting a 
regular meeting between Nov. 1 and15. All 
the other races of the day were impromptu 
affairs and the sole purpose of the meeting 
is to help Patch. The outlook for good 
weather for Friday is promising.

Resolution Adopted. . 

A resolution wae then offered by Trustee 
O’Ryan and the board in committed of the 
whole adopted it unanimously, recommend- 
ing that the board act in conjunction with 
city and county in carrying out the co- 
openation plan.
